specifically, having failed to elect a specific species of tissue-specific (cardiac-specific) promoter, a specific stem-cell attracting 
chemokine, and a specific type of viral vectror. Applicants should note that base claim 17 was indicated as a generic claim, as it 
requires the particulars of claim 1 . Applicant should further indicate the claims that the elected species read on. The reply is therefore 
not fully responsive (See 37CFR 1.111).
